DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to RCE filed on 7/22/2009. 

2. Per Applicant's request, claims 1 , 9, 1 0, 31 , 32, 36, 39, 47, 48, 51 , 59 and 60 
have been amended. 

3. Claims 1,4-11,31 -39, 42-44, 46-51 , 54-56, and 58-62 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fail to teach at least the limitation "in 

each of two or more threads of a multithreaded program, for each error 

generated by one or more functions executed in the thread, store an 

error trace element in thread private data of the respective thread, wherein the error 

trace element is stored by the thread to the respective thread private data 

in accordance with an application programming interface (API) to 

an error trace mechanism, and wherein the thread private data is a 

memory storage area of the multithreaded program accessible by 

the respective thread but not by others of the two or more threads; ." as similarly recited 

in independent claims 1 , 9, 31 , 36, 39, 47, 51 , and 59. 



The closest cited prior arts, H5E ("The Error Handling Interface H5E)" discloses a 
library and API for error tracing in a thread and Srivastava (USPGN 2005/0160431) 
discloses storing trace logs in logs corresponding to separate threads. The 
combination of H5E and Srivastava at best teaches or suggests storing error trace 
elements in thread private data of the respective thread. However, the combined 
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teaching does not teach or suggest the thread private data is only accessible by the 
respective thread but not by others of the two or more threads 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.
